Ready Reference: Trends, 
Tips and Trivia 


Melvil Dewey (1851-1931) 


Melvil Dewey was an American librarian who 
founded the American Library Association and the 
Library Journal in 1876. He became chief librarian of 
Columbia University in 1883, and established the first 
library school there in 1887. In 1876 Dewey developed 
his method of classifying books, beginning with the 
familiar ten main groups and then subdividing into 
specialized fields within the groups. Although the 
Dewey classification system is still widely used, many 
libraries with extensive collections use the Library of 
Congress system which classifies books into twenty- 
one major classes instead of ten. The 18th edition of 
the Dewey Decimal System (1971) is in three volumes, 
totaling 2,692 pages. The L. C. Classification is in 36 
volumes, totalling 9,807 pages,
